Q. If Polgamy were generally allowed of wou'd 
not st tend very much to the Increafe of Mankind, and 
fo better Anfwer the end of God’s Inftitution of Mare 
yiage, being (as we are) thus confined one to one ? 

A, This Confequence is indeed allow’d of by 
many Grave Authors, and their ufual way of 
excufing Polygamy in the Pacriarchs is by pretend- 
ing that this Liberry was tacitly Indulped in them 
for the {peed:er Increafe of Mankind. And upon’ 
this fome make a doubt whether Polygamy be 
really contrary to the Laws of Nature, or whether 
ir was a Sin before our Saviour made ir fo. But 
now if it be true what we have lately endeavor'd 
to prove that there is and always has been an 
equal Number of Men and Women in the World, 
it is plain to Common Reafon, that Polygamy can 
Contribute nothing cowards the Increafe of Man- 
kind. For when one Man Ingroffes to himfelf a 
Multitude of Wives, mult not he neceffarily dcbar 
other Men of their Natural Privilege of Propagat- 
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ing their Race to which all have an equal Right? 
And is not there a greater Probability of Fruittul- 
nefs in Women, fuppofing every one fhoud enjoy 
their own Husband, than for a Multitude of theus 
to have but one Husband in Common? The Reaiun 
therefore that fome urge in defence of Polygamy 
proves the Reverfe of what they contend for, fince 
in all Probability ic wou'd tend rather to the Di- 
minution than Increafe of Mankind. At leaft ic 
cannot be Practifed without violating fome Mens 
Natural Right, and therefore in all Countries that 
are not over-run with Barbarity and Brutality. it 
is mot juftly reftrained by the fevereft Laws. 

Gentlemen, I} have lately Read over New- 
tron's Algebra, and am of Opinion that one of the moft 
Curious Things in that excellent Book is the Method 
of finding out Divifors, which is of great ufe for the 
fhortening Equations.

HE Letters from Leghorne, July the 5th 

Advife that the Night before the Phoenix 

a Durch Man of War arrived there in 4 
Days from Barcelona, and brings Advice that a 
little before his departure, the Confederate Fleet 
arrived there, with the French Veflels they took 
at Corfica and Sardinia, and with the Reinforce- 
ments they took on Board at Final, which they 
were to Land at Terragona: From Turin, ‘us ad- 
vifed that on the 6th Inftant, the Iinperial Foot 
joined his Royal Highneffes Infantry near Cont ; 
That General Rhebinder went Poft from Turin 
for Con, to which Place Genera} Count Daun 
will be going in 2 or 3 Days in order to begin the 
Campaign; [That onthe fame Day in the After- 
noon pailed by that place 5e00 Foor and 2000 
Hore almoft all Pruffians, who came from Lom- 
bardy for Pinezza, whence they are ro proceed to 
the Camp near Coni; and ‘tis faid that within a 
Day or two they will by 400 Germans more. The 
Advices from the Camp at Villers-Brulin, July the 
24th, are that the Difpofition being made for 
breaking Ground before Bethune, the fame was 
put in Execution the Night before, before the 
Gate Arras, being the Ground appointed for Gene- 
tal Fagel’s Atrack ; That Lieutenant Genera! Vinch 
had the Command, with Major a General, a Bi1- 
gadier, and 2000 Workmen with 4 Battalions to 
cover them; That they finifhed their Parallel with 
a good Communication before they were difcover- 
ed by the Enemy infomuch they did not fuftain 
any manner of lofs; That on the fide defigned tor 
General Schulemberg’s Attack before the Gate 
of Aire 250 Workmen covered by 200 Fufileers 
took Poft upon the Dyke, and began to cut it in 3 
Places in order to draw off the Inundation ; That 
the Enemy made a great Fire upon 2 redoubts 
but Wounded only 6 Men.
